I)r. Footc*,'^ Hraltfi Month? (New 
York) commends the following thirteen 
rules— issued under the auspices of the 
French Academy d Medioine— for the 
care of infants : 

1. During the flrai year the only suit- 
able noTuisbment for an infant is its own 
mother's milk, or that of a healthy wet- 
nurse. Suckling should be repeated 
every t"iv'o hours— tee« frequently at 
night. 

2. When it is impossible to give breast 
milk, either from the mother or a suita- 
ble nurse, oow's or goat's milk given 
tepid, reduced at first one-hiilf by the 
addition of water slightly sweetened, 
and after a few weeks one-fourth only, 
is the next-best substitute. 

3. In giving milk to an infant always 
use glass or earthenware vessels, not 
metaUio ones, «n4 always observe the 
most scrupulous clejuiliness in their 
management, rinsing whenever used. 
Always avoid the use of teats of cloth or 
sponge, so frequently applied to appease 
hunger or quiet crying. 

4. Never forget that artificial nourish- 
ment, whether by nursing bottle or 
spoon (without the breast), increases to 
an alarming degree the chances of pr<^ 
duciug sickness and death. 

5. U is always dangerous to give an 
infant, especially during the first two 
months of its life, solid food of any 
kind — such as bread, eakes, meats, veget- 
able or fruit. 

6. Only after the seventh month, and 
when the mother's milk is not suilicieut 
to nourish the child, should broths be 
allowed. After the first year is ended 
then it is appropriate to sive broth or 
paps made wit*i milk and bread, dried 
Hour, rice, and the farinaceous articles, to 
prepare for weaning. A child ought not 
to be weaned tintil it has cut its first 
twelre or thirteen teeth, and then only 
when in porfect health. 

7. A child should be washed and 
dressed every morning, before being 
nursed or fed. In bathing a child, tem- 
l)er the wat<»r to the weather, carefully 
cleanse the botly, and especially the geni- 
tal organs, which require great deanli^ 
neee and care ; and the head should be 
carefully freed from all scabs and crusts 
which may form. Where the belly-band 
istised, it Bhonldbf kifloBior aiicMt 
one month.

9. An infant's clothing should alwftiQ| 



be studiously adapfia To flie weatiier, 
avoiding at ail times exposure to the in- 
jurious efl'ects of sudden changes in 
temperature without }»roper covering; 
but nurseries and sleeping apartment 
should invariably be well ventilated. 

10. An infant should not be taken in* 
to the ojien air before tl)e fifteentli day 
after birth, and then only in mild, fair 
weather. * 

11. It is objectionable to have an in- 
fant sleep in the same bed either with 
it.s mother or nurse. 

12. No mother should be in too great 
a hurry to have a child walk ; Itt it 
crawl and accustom itself to rising on 
its feet by climbing on articles of furni- 
turi>, or assisited by the arms of a care- 
ful attendent. Great care should he 
taken in the too- early use of baby wag- 
ons, eta 

13. In eases of snspoeted pregnanor. 
either of mother or uur.se. the chud 
should be weaned at onco. 



Ihe Lady and Her Pocket. 

Perhaps it is in a sort of protest of 
feminine will against masculine ab- 
surdity that every woman refuses to ac- 
cept man's view of the usefulness of the 
pocket The practice of our grand- 
mothers was to hate one huge and 
clumsy pocket, which was in the shape 
of a bag and would hold a peck or more 
of miscellany. This was hung by a 
string around the waist. It took its 
general I'osition pomewhere among the 
inner drapery and was reached by an 
opening m the outer skirt. In many 
cases it became a storage warehouse for 
lost property, such m spectacles, knit- 
ting-needles and scissors. It ws so 
clumsy that it went oat of ftishion, ex- 
cept among shop-lifters, who built their 
receptacles for stolen goods after its 
model, only 6n a somewhat larger scale. 
The reaction from the peck-measure 
pocket was so great as almost to abolish 
the use of x^^ckets among ladies. At 
the present time there are myriads of 
women who have no pockets worthy of 
the name and who are content to leave 
their watches and money exi)06ed to the 
cupidity and rapacity of thieves. 
■ It would seem that witli the iiitzonuity 
which has been spent ou the decorative 
features of feminine apparel some 
thought might have been given to the 
construction of safety pock<>ts for 
watches and portemonnaiea. J^ut, ex- 
cept in rare instances, this has noi been 
done, and does i;ot seem lilu'ly to be. 
Most ladies are content to stuff their 
watches in their belts or in some fold iA 
the dress,* trusting to luck for exemption 
from thieves. It is a curious study of 
humau nature to watch an army of 
women ou pai-ade through the streets 
with a view to shopping. The dear 
creatures generally carry their pocket- 
books or purses in their hands, and fre- 
quently hold them up conspicuously to 
view. A more cordiol invitation to the 
thief and the pocl^et-book-suatcher could 
not be given than is thus generonsljf 
afforded. A thief who would not avail 
himself of such an opportunity as this 
affords is hardly worthy the name of 
thief. It seems almost tiiireasonable to 
blume a po >r fa llow for lielping himself 
to what is thus held out before him. 

The display of portable property in 
this way is on a i)ar with the exhil)ition 
.of costly diamonds pendent from the, 
ears while on the street or elsewhere In 
a throng. It is difficult to wring out 
tears of BympiitJiy for women who are 
robbed of the valuables with which they 
thus tempt the thieves. The best that 
can be hoped for them is that the lessons 
they may learn by such experience will 
be of advantage in making them moret 
aMsfnl and in leading i&m. to adopt 
reasonable precautions againit kM ttid 
theft— PAi/ade^^Aia Timet,

The brain will undergo a very critical ex- 
amination, and tlie next feature oi the 
disgusting business will be a quarrtl 
among the doctors. The ofTic'al report of 
the autopsy will hardly be made public 
for a week yet. 

THB BBSULT OF TUB AUTOPSY, 

So far as concluded, shows nothing ab- 
n<^>rmal except the s[)leeii, which was con- 
siderably enlarged, weighing fifteen ounces, 
which is twice the usual size. The lungs 
and heart were normal, though there was 
a slight roughening ot the aort<^. The 
brain, so far as examined, presenteil no 
evidence of disease. 

The weight was forty-nine and a half 
ounces, which is slightly alwve the aver- 
age. The physicians found that the ni'ck 
was neither dislocated nor fractured, but 
there was a rupture of ttie sterno clldo 
mastoid muscle on both sides, an«l a rup- 
ture of the thyro hyoid membrane. The 
man was strangled to death. The brain 
is to be froien and examined in sections.

Coming from the Chamber I saw M. 
Gambetta on the ))ridge opposite the 
Palais Bourbon, urging his portly person 
against a wind which churned tlio 
Seine into a whirx)ool, and made most 
pedestrians dntoh their hats despairingly. 
The great man has grown old with 
almost alarming rapidity, but not since 
his tail. On the contrary, it is only 
from the moment of his departure from 
power that his eyes have brightened and 
his step has grown comparatively light. 
His faoe is flushed, and his eyes are 
sunken, not as a reliable informant who 
was with me when he passed told me, 
because of dissipation, but because olf 
O fe twork .
